direct)  for  the  service  of  the  current  year— that  is  to  say  to 
sustain  the  I  reasury  until  the  1st  of  December  1841 

But,  on  the  1st  January,  1842,  and  before  any  action  of 
the  General  Assembly  then  to  be  in  session,  could  be  had 
or  Its  relief,  the  Treasury  would  be  required  to  disburse 
large  additional  sums,  which  it  could  not  have  the  ability  to 
pay,  but  from  the  possible  forbearance  or  delay  of  those, 
petore  entitled  to  an  equal  amount,  to  demand  it 
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The  Treasurer  desires  therefore,  to  present  to  the  Gene- 
ral Assembly,  a  view  of  the  condition  and  prospects  of  the 
Treasury,  as  clear  as  possible  of  the  obscurity  which  detail 
occasions — thus, 

Its  income  in  the  past  year,  other  than  such  as  was  re- 
ceived from  the  companies  charged  with  the  conduct  of  the 
public  works,  it  will  be   seen,  amounted  to 

only,  8253,678  22 

Its  disbursements  in  the  same  year,  other  than 

those  for  interest  on  the  public  debt  for, 

and    for   the   prosecution    of,   the    pubhc 

works,  amounted  to  259,408  47 

So  that,  it  would  be  assuming  rather  more  than  may  be 
safely  assumed,  to  treat  the  revenue  of  the  State  not  deriv- 
ed from  the  public  works,  as  sufficient  to  defray  the  expen- 
ses of  Government  other  than  those  to  be  incurred  on 
account  of  those  works.     These  are : 

For  interest  payable  yearly  at  the  Loan 
office- say.  $365,000 

For  interest  payable  yearly  in  London,  on 
account  of  the  stock  issued  for  the  Chesa- 
peake and  Ohio  Canal  company  alone,  say  265,000 

For  the  interest  of  the  Surplus  Revenue  U. 
States,  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  former, 
say  35,000

Now  let  it  be  observed,  that,  in  this  Estimate,  the  inter- 
est payable  in  London  on  account  of  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Rail  Road  company,  and  the  Susquehanna  and  Tide 
Water  Canal  companies,  is  not  included — because  the 
treasurer  understands  from  the  Commissioner  of  Loans, 
that  the  said  companies  themselves  duly  provided  for  its 
payment  in  the  past  year;  and  he  has  no  information  from 
either,  that  the  aid  of  the  State  for  the  purpose,  will  be  re- 
quired in  the  current  year. 
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Keeping  this  fact  in  view,  his  inference  is,  that  additional 
revenue  to  an  amount  not  less  than  -$600,000  yearly,  is  »ven 
now  indispensable  to  the  maintenance  of  the  public  faith  and 
the  future  solvency  of  the  treasury — and,  as  it  is  not 
€ii(3Ugh  that  the  public  engagements  be  complied  with  ulti- 
mately, but  must  be  paid  on  the  very  days  limited  in  such 
behalf,  it  is  manifest  that  double  the  sum  should  be  raised 
for  the  first  year,  so  as  to  put  the  revenue  in  advance  of  the 
demands  for  it. 

For,  of  this  additional  revenue  and  for  the  service  of  the 
current  year,  about  $150,000  will  be  wanted  indispensably 
on  the  very  first  day  of  April  next ;  $100,000  more  on  the 
first  day  of  July  next ;  $250,000  more  on  the  first  day  of 
October  next;  and  the  remaining  $100,000  on  the  first  day 
of  January,  1842. 

He  wishes,  therefore,  this  last  suggestion,  of  doubling  for 
the  first  year  the  amount  to  be  raised  annually,  to  be  con- 
sidered as  pressed  upon  the  attention  of  the  General  As- 
sembly emphatically,  and  as  one  which  he  deems  so  impor- 
tant, that  it  may  not  be  safely  overlooked  or  disregarded. 

It  will  be  seen,  that  no  part  oi  the  interest  before  in  arrear 
or  of  that  which  has  been  paid  for  their  account  in  the  past 
year,  has  been  received  from  the  Directors  of  the  Peniten- 
tiary, the  Medical  Professors  of  the  Baltimore  University,  or 
from  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  company — and  the 
Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  Rail  Road  company  have  paid 
only  the  interest  upon  so  much  of  the  last  loan  to  the  com- 
pany as  it  has  (principally  in  the  course  of  the  year)  had 
the  benefit  of. 

Of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail  Road  company,  it  is  but 
just  to  repeat,  that  it  has  fulfilled  its  obligations  at  all  times, 
and  with  exemplary  punctuality. 

It  has  paid  into  the  treasury  in  the  past  year,  for  the 
State's  share  of  its  revenue  from  its  Washington  Branch 
and  its  Main  Road  to  Harper's  Ferry,  $75,723  73  cents, 
which  is  $25,873  73  more  than  the  interest  of  the  debts  the 
State  has  incurred  for  their  construction.  In  the  same 
time,  the  condition  of  these  roads  has  been  greatly  improv- 
ed —their  nett  revenue  continues  to  be  gradually  and  steadi- 
ly increasing — and  nothing  seems  to  be  wanted  to  ensure 
satisfactory  profit  from  the  operations  of  the  Main  Road 
even  to  Harper's  Ferry,  but  a  just  and  moderate  increase  of 
the  tolls  allowed  for  the  transportation  of  flour  and  other 
articles,  now  carried  on  it  with  certain  loss  to  the  company ;

and  the  interest  of  the  State,  and  still  more  its  necessities^ 
require  that  this  should  be  remedied  without  longer  delay. 

By  an  act  of  the  last  General  Assembly,  (ch.  33,)  an 
equivalent  to  the  interest  upon  the  Surplus  Revenue  of  the 
United  States,  which  that  act  directed  to  be  applied  to  the 
payment  of  the  interest  upon  the  public  debt,  and  the  inter- 
est of  which  had  been  before  appropriated  to  the  support  of 
Free  Schools,  was  (it  is  to  be  presumed  inadvertently) 
charged  upon  the  State's  future  revenue  from  the  Washing- 
ton Branch  Road  of  the  said  company,  in  direct  conflict  with 
the  pledge  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1838,  by  ch.  390, 
section  4.  "" " 

'J'he  Treasurer  respectfully  suggests  therefore,  that  so 
much  of  the  said  ch.  33,  of  1839,  and  also  the  4th  section 
thereof,  be  repealed — and  that  the  said  appropriation  for 
the  support  of  Free  Schools  be  charged  instead,  either  upon 
the  general  revenue  of  the  State,  or  upon  its  revenue  derived 
from  Bank  Stocks,  which  continue  to  divide  satisfactorily, 
but  which  the  Commissioner  of  Loans  has  found  it  impossi- 
ble to  sell  in  obedience  to  the  said  4th  section,  without  a  sa- 
crifice wholly  inadmissible  in  the  absence  of  particular  and 
positive  instructions  from  the  General  Assembly. 

OF  THE  EASTERN  SHORE  TREASURY 

He  is  unable  to  make  the  usual  report,  because  the  statements 
by  the  1st  and  2d  sections  of  ch.  149,  of  1824,  required  to  be 
furnished  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Eastern  Shore,  have  not 
been  received  from  the  present  treasurer  thereof. 

In  obedience  to  the  4th  section  of  that  act,  he  has  prepar- 
ed and  submits  Statement  A. — but  for  the  reasons  aforesaid, 
he  is  unable  to  furnish,  in  pursuance  of  the  2d  and  5th  sec- 
tions, the  Statements  heretofore  distmguished  as  B.  and  C. 
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Of  the  Free  Schools'  Fund,  and  the  Sinking  Fund  of  the 
State,  he  submits  the  following  Report:

That  balance  stands  to  the  credit  of  the  said  funds  as 
set  forth  in  Exhibit  D.,  which  shews  also  the  items  and 
their  several  and  aggregate  amounts  constituting  each,  as 
of  1st  Dec.  1840. 

In  the  same  time,  he  sold  for  Charles  county,  the  residue 
of  its  stock  of  the  Farmers'  Bank  of  Maryland  for  $1,150, 
and  deposited  the  money  in  the  said  bank  to  the  credit  of 
the  Orphans'  Court  of  that  county,  as  directed  by  ch.  191  of 
1838,  sec,  3. 

He  has  prepared  and  added  for'  the  information  of  the 
General  Assembly,  Statement  E.,  shewing  the  State's  capi- 
tal, and  Statement  F.,  shewing,  as  of  15th  Dec.  1840,  the 
debts  incurred  by  the  State  for  Loans  and  by  issues  of 
Stocks.
